DEAD WHILE TALKING 


TO WIFE OVER PHONE 


J. H. Moore Is Assassinated 


in His Office—Robbery Is | 


Believed to Be Motive. 
Will Myers, Negro, With 
Criminal Record, Arrested. 


HAD BEEN SUMMONED TO 
‘DEAD KINSMAN’S HOME

Three Other Negroes Held 
by Police as Material Wit- 
nesses— Myers Will Be 
Confronted Today With 
White Men Who Saw Mur- 
derer Running Away. 


While talking to his wife over the 
telephone about going with her to the 
death bed of a kinsman, J. H. Moore, 
wealthy wood and coal dealer, was shot 
dead by an unknown negro assassin 
in his place of business at 229 Mc- 
Daniel street, about 8 o’clock last night. 

He died almost immediately, while 
his murderer escaped. 

The entire neighborhood and a score 
of police officers quickly gathered at 
reports of the murder, and formed a 
posse to search the negro residences 
nearby for the murderer. A negro was 
arrested who, it is said, gave the po- 
lice the name of the man who fired the 
fatal shot. 

WI1ll Myers Arrested. 

Will Myers, also known as George 
Myers, was arrested late last night at 
his residence in the rear of 49 South 
Humphries street and taken to police 
} headquarters, following information 
which the police believe fixes the crime 
on him. Frank Hughes and Calvin 
Mathis, brother-in-law of Myers, and 
also the wives of Mathis and Myers, 
were held as important witnesses. 

Myers recently completed a stockade 
sentence of thirty days and has served 
a term in the chaingang for shooting 
a man, it is said. Captain S. S. Dobbs 
and Detective Sergeant Waggoner put 
the prisoners through a severe grill last 
night after they were brought to the 
station. 

Hughes said that he had seen-Myers 
Tuesday morning and he asked hi 
whether Mr. Moore still had a big roll 
of, oney. On being answered that 
Hug es did not know, Myers is said to 
have flashed a pistol and made the 
threat that he would get Mr. Moore 
last night... Myers denies that he saw 
Hughes at ont and insisted that he knew 
nothing whatever about the crime. 

Mathis, Myers’ brother-in-law, stated 
that Myer game home and change 
his clothes, “before he went out last 
night, putting on his (Mathis’) clothes, 
overalls and shoes im their stead. On 
his return home, after the killing, ne 
changed back to his own clothes, it was 
said. 

Myers never worked for Mr. Moore. 
The theory that the crime was com- 
mitted by a djscha rged employee, which 
was first entertained by the police, hag 
been abandoned, and they are now 
working on the theory that robbery 
was the motive. 

Myers will be confronted today with 
W. J. Rutledge and H. L. Elliott, whi:e 
men, who saw the negro running qQvay 
from the scene of the killing’. 

“T knew that something had happen- 
ed to my husband when his phone was 
cut off,” said Mrs. Moore afterward, 
through her sobs and tears, at the 
handsome Moore home at 27 East Geor- 
gia avenue. 

“John never cut me off like that in 
his life, and I knew he had been hurt. 
Bob Smith informed me a few minutes 
later.” 

Mrs. Moore had telephoned Mr. Moore 
to tell him to meet her at once, as she 
wanted him to go to the home of a 
kinsman, where one of the members of 
the family had died during the day. 

Wife Hurried to Scene. 

Mrs. Moore, accompanied:-by her 12- 
year-old son, Alven, hurried in an auto 
to her dying husband, who breathed his 
last in the arms of W. J. Rutledge, of 
231 McDaniel street, just before her 
arrival. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rutledge saw the ne- 
&r@ assassin steal across McDaniel 
street in front of their home, which 
adjoins the offices of the Moore coal 
and wood yard. Theyfwere standing 
on their front porch. hey saw the 
negro approach the office window and 
a moment later heard the report of a 
pistol. 
: Negro Was Seen. 

“T ran into the street,” said Mr. Rut- 
ledge, “just in time to get a good de- 
scription of the negro, who quickly 
disappeared in the darkness, running 
in the direction of Georgia avenue. He 
was a low, chunky negro, about 5 feet 
6 inches tall. He had on overall jump- 
ers. The negro had hid himself across 
the street from my home in a low tree. 
I saw him come out from the shadows 
of this tree. 

“When [ saw I could not catch the 
murderer 1 ran into John’s office. My 
wife quickly followed me. We held 
John up in our arms and called to him, 
but he never spoke a word. He had 
fallen to the floor in front of the tele- 
Phone. He died within ten minutes and 
before Bob Smith, a friend nearby, 
could get tis wife. 

“There was not a better fellow any- 
where than John Moore. He had made 
a fortune for himself, starting out in 
the coal and wood business twelve 
years ago and sawing his own wood.” 

H. L. Elliott and W. Cc. Serga#nt, of 
63 Garibaldi~etreet,. informed Police- 
man Kirk that they saw the negro turn 
from McDaniel street into Georgia ave-

1 000;000 PEOPLE 


DYING OF HUNGER 


| 
Campaign Launched in the 


United States to Relieve 
and Syrians. 
| Stories of Suffering Beg- 
gar Belief. 


Washington, October 3.—The great- 
est American relief campaign to be un- 
dertaken since the organization of the 
Belgian relief commission was launched 
today by the American committee for 
Armenian and Syrian relief. An ex- 
haustive summary of the whole Arme- 
yYian and Syrian situation was made 
public and will be sent to ministers of 
120,000 churches all over the country 
and to many leading citizens and relief 
organizations. A fund of $5,000,000 is 
called for to relieve 1,000,000 destitute, 
exiled and starving Armenians and Syr- 
ians, scattered broadcast over Turkey, 
Persia, Syria and Palestine. The appeal 
declares that of nearly 2,000,000 Arme- 
nians originally in their native country, 
three-quarters of a million have been 
massacred or have died of wounds, dis- 
ease or exhaustion since the war be- 
ean. 

The state department, through urgent 
negotiations, recently secured Turkey’s 
consent to extension of American re- 
lief provided jointly by the Ameriean 
ted Cross society and the Turkish Red 
Crescent. 

Allied Blockade Lifted. 

Today it was announced that the al- 
lied blockade had been lifted to allow 
passage of supplies. October 21 and 
22 have been set aside by proclamation 
by President Wilson as relief days, and 
the appeal being sent broadcast by the 
committee calls’ for sermons in every 
pulpit of the country and articles in ev- 
ery newspaper. 

Some of the Armenians cannot be 
reached at present, since Turkey's con- 
sent has not been extended as yet to 
Armenia proper. Miany thousands will 
be found in Persia, however, and in the 
sections recently conquered by the Rus- 
Sians, as well asin Syria. in this latter 
section, the appeal declares, the situa- 
tion has been made even more terrible 
by restrictions of the allied blockade 
and the searcity of Turkish railroads, 
by the exp6rtation of supplies for the 
Turkish armies, and by the destruction 
of other supplies by a virulent locust 
scourge. ° 

“People were found eating grass, 
herbs and locusts,’ says the commit- 
tee in describing its investigation of 
conditions there, “and in desperate 
cases dead animals and human bodies 
are reported to have been eaten. In 
some cases men were lined up so that 
several could be shot with one bullet in 
order not to waste ammunition. A 
mother said that not a girl above 12 
(and some younger) in the village of 
Db escaped violation. The people 
kill and eat the street dogs. A short 
time ago they killed and ate a dying 
man. 

Saw Husband and Sons Killed. 

“Of 450 from one village only one 
woman lives; she saw her husband 
and three sons tied together ahd shot 
with one bullet to save ammunition. 
She saw her daughters outraged and 
then killed,..She was carried away by 
a Kurd, but escaped by night, naked 
and after terrible suffering fell in with 
some refugees. 

‘In the literal sense of the word, 
100,000 to 120,000 Armenians arrived at 
Etchmiadzin stripped even of their 
outer garments. There 11,000 people 
died, and 40,000 more in the country. 

“In Aleppo relief funds are go inad- 
equate that many exiles in the desti- 
tute places have only grass to eat and 
they are dying of starvation by the 
hundred. Erzrook seems to have been 
dealt with most savagely. Less than 
200 Armenians out of 20,000 have es- 
caped death or deportation. 

“Of the first caravan of 600 people 
sent from Deir Zer to Ana, the Arabs 
killed 500 on the way. Ina native let- 
ter from Haleb last week the number 
of orphan'’s at that place was estimated 
at 25,000. Some of the villages lost 
more than one-third of their popula- 
tion.”

Boys of the First Battalion, 
Georgia Field Artillery, 
Pass Through Here From 
Macon En Route to Mexi- 
can Border. 


Battery B, Atlanta’s company of field 
artillery, with Batteries A and C, all of 
the First battalion, Georgia Field ar- 
tillery, passed through Atlanta Monday 
evening en route from Camp Harris 
to the Mexican border. 

The troop trains left Camp Harris at 
1 o’clock and made the run to At- 
lanta in five hours. Four hundred and 
fifty men were aboard the three sec- 
tions of. the train. The troop train 
will proceed to the border in easy 
stages, reaching there the latter part 
of the week. 

Battery B, Atlanta’s own, was in the 
second section. It arrived at the Ter- 
minal station shortly after 6:30 and 


was greeted by a crowd of people who 


were there to cheer the boys jn khaki. 
Mothers, wives, sweethearts and 
friends were on hand, and the twenty 
minutes between the arrival and de- 
parture of the train was filled with 
loving caresses, tearful farewells and 


advice galore. 
Short Stay Allowed. 

Due to the short stay allowed by 
the schedule, the soldiers did not pa- 
rade through the streets of the city as 
they had planned. The boys were in 
the best of spirits and expressed de- 
light that they are to go to the border, 
where they will be detailed to patrol 
duty. While there is little likelihood 
of any active service against the 
Mexicans, still the trip will be full of 
novel experiences for the Georgia boys. 
Most of them look on their trip to 
the border as a picnic and are plan- 
ning as expectant children the. day 
before the circus arrives in town. 

The troop trains were routed from 
Macon to Atlanta to Birmingham to 
Shreveport to El Paso. 

The officers of Battery B are Cap- 
tain A: J. McBride, First Lieutenant 
Robert G. Mangum, First Lieutenant 
Frank D. Tidwell, Second Lieutenant J. 
Walter LeCraw, Second ‘Lieutenant Sia- 
ney F. Dunn. 

Pattertes A and C are Savainah com- 
panies. Major E. D. Wells is the com- 
manding officer of the First Georgia 
field artillery. os as ‘ 

The artillery is the first of the Geor- 
gia troops to be sent to the border. 
It is believed that the infantry, com- 
posed of the First, Second and Fifth 
regiments, will follow them within the 
next week or ten days. 

The biggest surprise to the boys of 

Battery B, since leaving Macon this 
afternoon at 1 o’chock, was the pres- 
entation of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars to the battery in the Terminal sta- 
tion in Atlanta, by Major John S. Cohen. 
representing the committee in charge 
of the fund raised for the benefit of 
the Atlanta troops. The money was 
placed in the hands of Captain McBride 
in cash to be used for the benefit of 
the Atlanta boys while en route to E) 
Paso, or soon after arrival on the ibor- 
der.

Operated Tuesday Night 
On Reduced Schedules 


While Numerous Instances 

of Disorder Were Report- 
ed Police Seem to Have 
Strike Situation Well in 
Hand, and It Is Believed 
Normal Traffic Will Be 
Resumed Today. 


SHERIFF PUTS DEPUTIES 
ON EACH OUT-GOING CAR 
FOR CREW’S PROTECTION 


Mobs Dispersed in Several 
Places and Arrests Made. 
Optimism Gains Ground 
When Leading Citizens 
Hold Another Meeting and 
| Give Assurance That Or- 
der Will Be Maintained. 


Street cars were operated Tuesday 
night on curtailed schedules in several 
instances, as disorder and rioting con- 
tinued on the outskirts of the city. 
Sheriff Mangum detailed a_ special 
force of deputies to the cars and every 
car that ran carried at least one man 
as a guard. 

Digorder had quieted down to such 
an extent in the downtown sections 
that the car service was practically 
normal. Chief of Police Mayo and his 
men kept a sharp outlook for the least 
sign of disorder and had the situation 
well in hand. 

Developments during Tuesday led to 
the optimistic prediction that the 
street car strike had spent its force 
and that conditions would shortly be 
restored to normal. 

The instances that led to the cur- 
tailing of schedules in the outlying 
districts started at dusk and continued 
up till midnight. Most of the disorder 
that was reported consisted of throw- 
ing rocks through the windows, greas- 
ing tracks and placing obstacles on 
the tracks. No personal injuries aside 
from a few bruises were reported. 


HALF OF CARS 
RAN LAST NIGHT. 


But half the cars were in operation 
last night after 8 o'clock, due to the 
lack of travel. There was insufficient 
traffic to warrant complete service. 

Trolley officials made it plain that it 
was not because of lack of men that 
half the night service was put into or- 
eration, but because of safety meas- 
ures taken under advisement, as well 
as the shortness of traffic. 

The company’s ranks have not been 


as to impede its progress, officials de- 
clared last night. If adequate protec- 
tion is provided tonight as Tuesday 
night, it was promised complete serV- 
ice will be rendered tonight in event 
the traffic rnerits.

ROOSEVELT JOINS 
HANDS WITH TAFT 
~— ATHUGHES RALLY 


“How Do You Do?” Said 
Taft—“How Do You Do?” 
Roosevelt Rejoined— Then 
They Passed On. | 

NEITHER MAN SMILED 

AS THEIR HANDS MET 


After Hughes Had Spoken 
Roosevelt Made Brief Ad- 
dress in Which He De- 
nounced Germans for Sink- 
ing the Lusitania. 


New York, October 3.—Theodore 
Roosevelt and William H. Taft clasped 
hands for a moment tonight at the 
Union League club’s reception to 
Charles E. Hughes. 

‘How do you do?” said Mr. Taft. 

“How do you do?” Mr. Roosevelt re- 
joined. 

Each bowed and Mr. Roosevelt pass- 
ed on to shake hands with other guests, 
leaving Mr. Taft to greet those who 
followed. A few moments later Mr. 
Roosevelt took his place in the receiv- 
ing line. He stood between Mr. Hughes 
and Chauncey M. Depew. Just the 
other side of Mr. Depew stood Mr. Taft. 

Did Not Meet Again. 

Thus, standing in the same receiving 
line, they shook hands with the hun- 
dreds of 2lub members and their guests 
who filed past during the evening. 
They did not meet again, however, or 
exchange any other word than the 
commonplaces of greeting. 

“We shvok hands,’ Mr. Taft said 
afterwards, “just like any gentlemen 
would shake hands.” 

Colonel Roosevelt 
ment on. the meeting. 

After the handshaking was over and 
the library was cleared Elihu Root, 
president of the club, escorted Mr. 
Hughes through a flag-draped corridor 
to a small platform in the main club- 
room.

The meeting between Colonel Roose- 
velt and Mr. Taft was the first since 
April 13, 1915, when both were pall- 
bearers at the funeral of Thomas R. 
Lounsberry, 
English at Yale university and a close 
friend of both. On j~hat.ogvasion they 
shook hands, exchanging: novwords. 

Waiting for the Guests, 

Tonight’s reception was arranged 
some time ago and public announce- 
ment was made that Professor Taft 
and Colonel Roosevelt would meet. The 
hour set for the affair—8 o’clock—found 
the club house entrance choked with 
oe of men. Elihu Root waited at 
the “door to. welcome the guest of hon- 
or, Mr. Hughes, and the two former 
presidents. 

The first to arrive was Mr. Taft. His 
recognition by the guests hung fire a 
moment and then proclaimed itself in 
cheers. 

Five minutes later came Colonel 
Roosevelt. The packed hallways cheer- 
ed him and he acknowledged the greet- 
ing by lifting his wide brimmed, black 
felt hat. The cheering was still in 
progress when Mr. Hughes and William 
R. Willcox, republican national chair- 
man, reached the building. 

There was a moment’s hush and then 
the crowd cheered Mr. Hughes. 

Mr. Root escorted Mr. Hughes to the 
library, temporarily converted into a 
reception parlor, and George R. Shel- 
don took Colonel toosevelt’s df. 
Crossing the room to where the re- 
ceiving line was forming, Colonel 
toosevelt shook hands with eight or 
nine persons. When they were brought 
face to face by Mr. Sheldon there was 
no introduction—not time for it. For 
a fraction of a second their eyes met 
and each looked into the other’s unsmil- 
ing face. Then Taft extended his 
hand and Colonel Roosevelt took it. 

There were other handshakes of a 
formal nature. Among them were the 
meetings between George Perkins and 
Mr. Taft and between Roosevelt and 
Boles Penrose, senator from Pennsy}- 
vania. As in the case of the greeting 
between Taft and Roosevelt the com- 
monplaces of meeting were exchanged. 


Speech by Hughes. 


Mr. Root, as president of the 
stood first in the receiving: line, with 
Mr. Hughes at his right.

“Our citizens have been murdered, 
their property destroyed and our com- 
merce interrupted,” Mr. Hughes added. 
“The alternative of. a weak and vacil- 
lating policy ix not war; it is a firm. in- 
sistence upon known rights in a world 
where all nations desire our friendship 
and we desire the friendship of all, and 
where only the most inexcusable blun- 
dering could drag us into strife.” 

To cries of “Teddy, Teddy, Teddy.” 
Roesevelt ascended the plat- 
form at the close of Mr. Hughes’ ad- 
ress. 

“No man has @ right to elaim spirit- 
ual kinship with Abraham Lincoln if he 
is too proud to fight,” Colonel Roose- 
velt said. “Fifty-odd years ago there 
were men in this country who were too 
proud to fight, but they were not found 
in this club, and this did. not vote for 
Abraham Lincoln.

HEAVY RAINS 
ON THE SOMME. 


Heavy rains are interfering with the 
activities of the British and French 
armies in the Somme region of France, 
but nevertheless Paris records the cap- 
ture of an important trench north of 
Rancourt and the taking of additional 
prisoners, while London says the fight- 
ing at Eaucourt l’Abbaye “is pvroceed- 
ing satisfactorily.” 

Except for the capture by the Italians 
of two lofty peaks. held by the <Aus- 
trians anda continuation of the heavy 
bombardment by the Austrian’s of the 
Carso front in the hands of the 
Italians, there has been little activity 
in the Austro-Italian theater. 


BITTER FIGHTING 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT 
WITHOUT DECISION 


Petrograd, October 3.—(Via London.) 
German forces have taken the offen. 
sive south of Dvinsk, attacking 
Russian lines in force near Novo Alex-~ 
androvsk, the war office announced to- 
day. They were met by an intense de- 
fensive fire ‘from the Russian guns, 
however, and forced back to their posi- 
tions, the official statement d-clared.

RUMANIANS DRIVE 
TEUTONIC FORCES 
IN TRANSYLVANIA 


Bucharest, October 3.—Violent fight- 
ing in Transylvania and in Dobrudja, 
generally with the successes for the 
Rumanians, says the official statement 
issued by the war office today. The 
Rumanians have captured more than 
600 prisoners in Transylvania. The 
Statement says: 

“On the northern and western fronts 
fighting continues. In the rhurgill 
and Hargitta mountains we made pris- 
oner 33 officers and 300 men, besides 
capturing some wagons and war mate- 
rials. In their retreat toward Canoni 
rb ee | our troops took 300 prisoners 
and five machine guns in the Altul 
(Olt) valley. Our troops now are coun- 
ter attacking the enemy in the moun- 
tainous region on the right bank of the 
River Altui. 

“In the Jigsi valley the enemy Is 
making isolated attacks. A violent at- 
tack is proceeding in the region of 
Mount Oboroca, near Petroseny, and the 
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enemy is using asphyxiating gases. We 
repulsed. an enemy attack at Orsova.” 


TEUTONS ADMIT 


RETIREMENT. 


Berlin, October 3.—(Via London.)— 
Official announcement was made here 
today that Austro-German troops in 
Transylvania in the region north of 
Fogaras had withdrawn before supe- 
rior Rumanian forces. 

The etatement says: 

“Siebenbuergen (Transylvania) Thea- 
ter: In the region of Bekokten and 
Baranilat, north of Fogaras, advancing 
German and Austro-Hungarian troops 
came into contact with superior Ru- 
manian forces, before whose attack we 
withdrew.

Paris, October 3.—The Bulgarians 
have abandoned several positions in the 
Starkov Grob and Brod river regions. 
The entente allies occupied Sovich, 
Petorak, Verbeni and Jenikoi, north- 
east of Florina, according to an offi- 
cial statement on the operations of the 
eastern army, issued tonight, which 
reads:

The Serbians fighting in the Kaimak- 
calan region on the Macedonian front 
have made further progress, according 
to today’s war office announcement, 
taking first line trenches from the

_ Bulgarian attacks on British posi- 
tions on the left bank of the Struma 
were repulsed, the Bulgarians sustain- 
ing heavy losses. 

The statement follows: 

“On the left bank of the Struma two 
fresh Bulgarian counter attacks against 
the positions captured by the British on’ 
September 380 were repulsed with san- 
guinary losses for the enemy. 

“In the region of the Cerna the Ser- 
bians continued to advance on the west- 
grn slopes and the main crest of Kai- 
makealan. Serbian infantry yesterday 
carried first line enemy trenches. 

“On the left there was the usual can- 
nonading. Bad weather continues.” 


BRITISH REPULSE 
BULGAR ATTACKS. 


London, October 3.—Bulgarian coun- 
ter attacks on the British forces which 
crossed the River Struma on the Mace- 
donian front were repulsed yesterday, 
the war office announced today. Fol- 
lowing is the statement: 

“Yesterday the Bulgarian counter at- 
tacked with three battalions against 
our new positions on the east bank 
of the Struma. The attack was broken 
by our fire. One of our battalions then 
charged with the bayonet and complete- 
ly routed the enemy, taking forty pris- 
oners. 

“The Royal Flying corps carried out 
successful bombarding attacks on 
troops in a transport in Posenik and 
on a railroad train traveling from there 
to Seres.”’ 


BULGAR ATTACKS 
PROVED FUTILE. 


Athens, October 2.—(Via London, Oc- 
tober 3.)—4Serbian military officials re- 
port that the desperate efforts made y 
the Bulgars to recapture the Kaimak- 
calan plateau, which is the key to Mon- 
astir, have been frustrated and thaa the 
Serbs have assaulted and captured the 
important fortified Bulgarian position 
of Kocobey, two kilometers beyond 
Kaimakcalan. The Bulgarian attacks 
at the latter point continue, however. 

It is stated that the Bulgara have

Sofia, October 2.—(Via London, Octo- 
ber 3.)\—A retreat by the Bulgarians 
under heavy Serbian artillery fire is. 
reported in an official statement issued 
by the war office referring to the Mace- 
donian front. The statement says: 

“Macedonian Front: In the Lake 
Presba region there was considerable 
artillery activity without infantry ac- 
tion at Hill 1944 south of Kaimakcalan. 
AS a consequence of violent artillery 
fire on the summit and in order to 
avoid unnecessary loss our troops were 
ordered to withdraw to their main po- 
sition in the Moglenica valley. There 
was violent reciprocal artillery fire 
west and east of the Vardar. 

“Weak artillery fire took place at the 
foot of the Belaichitza mountain. A 
patrol engagement resulted in our fa- 
vor near the Poroj station. 

“On the Struma front enemy’ Dattal- 
ions which advanced under the protec- 
tion of a hurricane of fire succeeded in 
occupying the villages of Karadjakel, 
Jenikei and Nevolyen. By counter at- 
tacks we drove the enemy from the 
last two named villages to their former 
positions. Fighting near Karadjakei 
continues, 

“On the Aegean coast the enemy fleet 
bombarded without result a height 
north of Oragne.”

‘Army group of Grand Duke _ Al- 
brecht of Wurttemberg: Near Yom- 
baertzyde (Belgium) close to the 
coast, our marines as a result of a suc- 
cessful patrol enterprise brought in 22 
French prisoners. 

“Army group of Prince Rupprecht: 
The battle north of the Somme con- 
tinued under persistent and powerful 
artillery fire from both sides. North of 
Thiepval and northwest of Courcelette 
we wrested from the British some 
trench positions in which they had es- 
tablished themselves, thereby captur- 
ing several machine guns. 

“The fighting was especially bitter 
between Le Sars and the road from 
Ligny-Thilloy to Flers. Here the Brit- 
ish purchased with the heaviest sac- 
rifices a small gain in territory on 
both sides of the Eaucourt l’Abbaye 
farm. Between Gueudecourt and Mor- 
val our artillery after repulsing four 
attacks from Les Boeufs, held the en- 
emy’s infantry within its storming po- 
sitions.

Airship Carries 
Press Reporter 
To Battle Front 


Correspondent Describes 
Flight From London to the 
Somme--British Are Using 
Great Number of Planes. 


With the British Armies in France 
(Via London), October 3.—Never were 
such numbers of planes employed and 
never did they play such an important 
part as in the battle of the Somme. The 
wastage of British planes at the front 
has been supplied by new planes flying 
across the channel from England, 
where, after coming from the factory, 
they are tested out at a home aero- 
drome. The record time in crossing the 
channel at the narrowest point, where 
the distance is 22 miles, is 8 minutes. 

Then the Associated Press corre- 
spondent, who was in London for a 
day’s leave from the front, asked a 
certain general at the war office for 
permission to fly back instead of going 
by steamer, train and automobile, the 
answer was “Perfectly easy.” And to 
prove it he called up the commander of 
the flying corps, and in five minutes 
all was arranged over the telphone. 

“What about my baggage?’ asked 
the correspondent. 

“Oh, take it along and strap it on,” 
replied the general. “A plane that car- 
ries 150 pounds of bombs will not be 
bothered with a dress suit case.” 

Into Wadded Jacket. 

A dozen machines, one after another, 
were due to go to France that day a's 
soon as the wire said a storm on the 
other side of the channel had passed. 
The correspondent slipped into a wad- 
ded jacket for protection against the 
wind, which would also act as a life 
buoy if he happened to fall into the 
channel, and took his place, a position 
usually occupied by the observer, who 
also manages a machine gun. 

“She’s a good and steady bus,” said 
the pilot. “They flew her down from 
the factory three days ago, and she’s 
tuned up and ready for her part in the 
big show on the other side. You must 
not expect any fancy stunts or thrills. 
My business is to fly her to France and 
deliver her in good condition ready for 
work.” 

She was immaculate in her fresh 
varnish and reassuring in her staunch- 
ness. This pilot had made thirty such 
crossings, and was proud of the fact 
that he had never come down at any 
of the way stations. Before the war 
he had been ranching in South Africa,

Cleveland, Ohio, October 3.—Two 
persons were killed and thirty were 
badly hurt here late today in a colli- 
Sion between two street cars on the 
West Third street bridge.

And you can guaran- 
tee that there would be no debate on 
that subject if they knew that they 
had as president of the United States 
aman who would not tolerate any kind 
of action of that sort.” 

Attacks Wilson’s Speech. 

President Wilson’s speech on Satur- 
day, Colonel Roosevelt said, left an 
inference that if he were re-elected 
this country would not be drawn into 
a war, “leaving it to be infevred »by 
the outside world that nobody could 
insult him so that he would fignt.’’ 

‘Mr. Wilson’s speech last Saturday,” 
Colonel Roosevelt continued,” was an 
invitation to foreign powers to do 
whatever they wished, because if he 

power they need not be 


Mr. Wilson, Colonel Roosevelt said, 
‘is praised for the most part by people 
with shoulders that slope like a cham- 
pagne bottle, by people with timid 
learts and quavering voices, who say 
that he has kept us out of war.”

Count Okuma Likely to Be 
Succeeded by Vis- 


count Kato. 


Tokio, October 3.—The Nichi Nichi 
Shimbun in an extra edition announces 
that the cabinet of Premier Count 
Okuma has decided to resign. The 
premier is said to have stated that 
he would recommend to the emperor 
the appointment of Viscount Takaaki 
Kato as his successor. 


The Okuma cabinet was formed in 

August of last year. Its resignation 
had been expected for several months. 
It was forecast by the premier in 4 
Speech last May, in which he indi- 
cated he would retire in favor of Vis- 
count Kato. 
: The premier’s advanced age—he is 
‘8 years old—has been given as the 
reason for his decision to resign, al- 
though it has also been intimated he 
would withdraw to make way for a 
man of bolder national policy. The 
premier largely conxrolled the foreign 
policy of his country, and has been 
assailed by the opposition for not 
adopting a more vigorous attitude to- 
ward China. On many occasions he has 
expressed friendship for the United 
States and in an interview several 
months ago said war between thig 
country and Japan was impossible. 

Most of his active life has been 
spent in the public service. 

Viscount Kato has served as foreign 
minister and ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain. He took a prominent part in the 
negotiations which followed the pre- 
sentation of the twenty-one Japanese 
demands on China and also in the dis- 
cussion with Washington of the Cali- 
fornia land law. :

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BRYCE DECRIES 
SPIRIT OF HATE 


Against Germans and Talk 
of Lasting Trade- W ar. 
World Machinery Urged 
for Preservation of Peace.

Birmingham, England, October 3— 


} Viscount Bryce, of Dechmont, former 


ambassador at Washington, addressing 
the Congregational Union today, de- 
cried the spirit of hate against the Ger- 
mans and the talk of a lasting trade 
; war. In conclusion, he advocated a 
league to restrain aggression ani com- 
pel arbitration. 

“If there is to be a recurrence Of wars 
becoming more terrible with tne un- 
ceasing advance of scienze,’ he said, 
“we may well despair of th> future.’ 

Lord Bryce recalled that Premier As- 
quith, Sir Edward Grey, and Mr. bBal- 
four had expressed energctically and 
sincerely the need of such machinery, 
and said that several groups of thinkers 
were working out the plans. 

“To establish any machinery for pre- 
serving peace,” continued Lord bryce, 
“would be impossible without th2 co- 
operation of the neutral states, and es- 
pecially the greatest of all the neutral 
states. We have been waiting and 
watching to see whether America, in 
view of the immense interests at stake, 
would depart from her old policy of 
complete isolation and bear her part In 
the effort for securing a permanent al- 
liance for peace. An influential league 
for that purpose has already been 


formed there and now two momentous 
events have happened, on which I dwelt, 
because they have been little noticed 
here. 

Refers to Wilson and Hughes. 

“President Wilson delivered four 
months ago a powerful and luminous 
speech, in which he announced that the 
United States could not stand aloof 
from a movement in which the highest 
interests of manhood were concerned, 
and that he felt sure the people of the 
United States were prepared to join in 
any feasible scheme for the prevention 
of future wars. 

“Two months ago Mr. Charles E. 
Hughes, in accepting the nomination as 
candidate for the presidency by the 
republican party, declared with no less 
force and no less sincerity that he was 
convinced the time had come for Amer- 
ica to unite with European countries in 
a well-considered scheme for applying 
methods of arbitration and conciliation 
to securing general and permanent 
peace in the world. 

“Thus the heads of the two great 
American parties, distinguished men 
and the official exponents of American 
opinion, have promised the co-operation 
of their nation in this project—one of 
great difficulty, no doubt, but also of 
Supreme importance. 

“Other people and the statesmen who 
lead our people could have no greater 
encouragement to address’ themselves 
when the time comes, to this enterprise, 
which they have already pronounced to 
be necessary. I ask your help to bring 
the matter before the people and to 
show them how much we and every na- 
tion have to gain by removing the ter- 
ror and the danger of war, which so 
long has hung like a black cloud over 
Europe. The churches could do no more 
truly Christian work. 

“Let not this war have been fought 
in vain! Let us search for and try to 
put into practice some scheme for re- 
ducing and, if possible, at last for end- 
ing this oldest and most terrible 
scour of mankind.” 

» Victory Must Be Won. 

Lord Bryce said the country was vir- 
tually unanimous in holding that the 
war must be prosecuted to victory so 
complete as to open the prospect of an 
enduring peace, and added: 


ple will insist and ought to insist in 
expressing their opinion and their 
churches must do their part in helping 
‘to form it.” 

He declared that the precepts of 
Christianity coincide with those of po- 
litical wisdom and that the churches 
should work for national unity and 
good feeling between the classes. 

“Let us avoid, let us repress the spirit 
of hatred,’”’ he said. “We are justly in- 
dignant at the war the enemy powers 
have waged. We trust that our victory 
will warn the world that such methods 
must never be resorted to again, and 
that those guilty of them will be pun- 
ished. But is it wise to talk of banning 
a whole people for all time to come? 
The German people are under a harsh 
and tyrannous rule, which has not only 
deceived and misled them, but silences 
any protest, and there are those who 
wish to protest, against its crimes. Some 
day we hope they will overthrow it, 
when they have learned the truth. 

‘To opie ip in revenge will be to sow 
the seeds of future wars. Nations can- 
not hate one another forever, and the 
sooner they cease to do so the better 
for all of them. We must take all 
proper steps to defend ourselves from 
any dangers that might arise if after 
the war the enemy countries were to 
resume an insidious hostility. That is 
at present no more than a possibility 
whéch may never arise. 

Opposes Trade War. 

“But the talk we now hear about 
starting after peace has been concluded 
a new war of trade to follow the war of 
arms has immense capacities for mis- 
chief. Such a trade war would prolong 
—would embitter afresh those hatreds 
that ought to be allowedetw die, and it 
assumes a continuance of those very 
things from which we expect our vic- 
tory to deliver us once for all. 

“Our main purpose will have failed if 
we do not secure a durable peace. To 
prolong hatreds would increase suspi- 
cion, would lead in time to a recurrence 
of those very calamities from which we 
are suffering. If severe terms have to 
be imposed, let that be done only so far 
as is necessary for securing future 
peace, not in a vindictive spirit, which, 
in perpetuating hatreds, would end by 
relighting the flames of war.” 

Lord Bryce advocated that the prin- 
ciples of nationality be respected as far 
as possible, especially in the cases of 
Poland, the southern Slavs, Transylva- 
nia and Armenia.

DESTROYING THE WEEVIL. 


News from Washington that the depart- 
ment of agriculture believes it has finally 
discovered a method of destroying the Mex- 
ican cotton boll weevil will be hailed with 
extraordinary appreciation by the farmers 
of the south, provided it meets expecta- 
tions. 

Cotton growers throughout the south 
have been repeatedly told and are still 
being told that there is absolutely no known 
method of eradicating the weevil. The 
present position of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture and the board of 
entomology of every state is that this in- 
sect is an ever-present destructive agent 
which may be held in check by the appli- 
cation of certain well-known methods, but 
cannot be wholly eradicated. 

Now comes the report that the depart- 
ment has discovered an agent which it is 
believed will eliminate the weevil alto- 
gether. It has not been made public, nor 
will it be until the department is absolutely 
sure of its efficacy. It is said it will re- 
quire at least another year fully to test it 
out and to determine whether it will do all 
that the department expects of it. 

In the meantime cotton planters of the 
south will continue hopeful. It is almost too 
much to believe that a discovery of this 
sort is possible. But if it should develop 
that the effective agent for the destruction 
of the weevil has been found, it would be 
one of the greatest boons to agricultural 
industry recorded in the world’s history. 

The south is feeling the serious effects 
of boll weevil ravages right now as much 
or more than at any time since the pest 
first attacked the Texas crop almost twenty 
years ago. It is true cotton is bringing a 
remarkable price in the world’s markets; 


- but that price has been built at the expense 


of some planters who have lost their entire 
crops through the work of this destructive 
insect. 

Nor is the end yet in sight. A mild 
winter would mean the emergence of count- 
less numbers of weevils in the spring ready 
to attack the first cotton squares that made 
their appearance. A series of mild winters 
would multiply the insects to such an ex- 
tent as to make cotton growing next to 
impossible. 

The past season has been unusually fa- 
vorable to weevil propagation and weevil 
travel. It has already spread across south 
@eorgia as far east as Evans county, and is 
gow within less than fifty miles of the Sa- 
vannah river. Favorable conditions this 
winter and the coming spring will carry it 
mot only through the Sea Island cotton belt 
@f southeast Georgia, but into South Caro- 
lina; so that within two or three years more, 
at the outside, it will have spread across 
the entire cotton belt from El Paso to the 


Atlantic ocean. 


As much as it is to be hoped that the 
department has successfully discovered an 
effective eradicant of this pest, it will not 
do, of course, to depend upon it until the 
successful discovery is formally announced. 


Farmers in the infested territory who ex- 


pect to grow any cotton at all next year 
will do well not only to listen to the advice 
of the experts, but to put into careful and 
insistent practice the methods which they 
preach. 

Then, if the discovery works out and be- 
comes a pronounced success, well and good. 
But if it does not, cotton growers will have 
at least learned how to go about making a 
successful cotton crop in spite of the 
weevil’s destructive work. 


GEORGIA’S GOOD FORTUNE. 


Georgia is doubly fortunate in the mat- 
ter of the cotton situation, both as to the 
extraordinary rise in price, and to the fact 
that, according to government estimates, 
ghe has made somewhere nearer an average 
crop than most of the other cotton-growing 


states. . 
With an estimated yield of 11,637,000 
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bales, Georgia is given credit for 1,908,673 
bales, or somewhere around 18 per cent of 
the entire crop. 

While the Georgia yield is considerably 
short of the state’s possibilities, as demon- 
strated by past good cotton years, it is far 
and away ahead of an average in a bad 
cotton year. 

In other words, price and crop consid- 
ered together, Georgia is far ahead finan- 
cially of her average cotton year, take it 
upon whatever basis we will. 

'This state’s estimated crop at the pre 
vailing price of 16% cents, or $82.50 per 
bale, will mean a gross income to the farm- 
ers of Georgia of approximately $158,360,000. 

While rejoicing in her own good fortune, 
Georgia is not unmindful of the disaster 
which the boll weevil, storms and other de- 
structive agencies have brought to some of 
her sister states. Some of them have made 
fair crops. Others have fallen below the 
average, and in some instances far short 
of expectation. They will be compensated 
in a measure by the prevailing high prices, 
which promise to:go still higher, and which 
will mean a generous return to the entire 
south for the crop that will be harvested. 

While Georgia is on velvet and at the 
height of a prosperity the like of which she 
has seldom known, it will be well for her 
farmers to take warning note of one of the 
conditions which made their prosperity pos- 
sible. That was the unusual shortness of 
the crop in other states. It will not do, 
therefore, to plant extravagantly the com- 
ing year. If they would know another year 
of prosperity such as this one is, they have 
now learned the way and it remains for 
them but to follow it. 


THE COMBINATION FAIR. 


Five counties in the Southeastern sec- 
tion of the state have worked out an ad- 
mirable method of holding a fair that is well 
worth while. Instead of the ordinary coun- 
ty fair, which is backed but by a single 
community, the five counties of Bulloch, 
Emanuel, Burke, Screven and Jenkins have 
organized among themselves the _ Five- 
County Fair association, and the annual fair 
is held with the participation and support 
of all of these counties, first in one of 
them and then in the other. 

The “Five-County” fair this year will be 
held at Millen, the county seat of Jenkins 
county. To it each of the five counties will 
bring the best of their products of agricul- 
ture and industry, making a display which 
will rival in variety and interest that of 
many fairs covering wider scope and terri- 


, tory. 


There is an admirable suggestion here 
for the various sections of Georgia in the 
matter of their fall exhibitions. This is 
not the first time that adjoining counties 
have co-operated in the matter of a fair 
display; but it is seldom that five such 
splendid agricultural counties as these have 
come together in such a project. 

This plan suggests an extension of it to 
a division comprehending the congressional 
districts. Some twenty-five or thirty coun- 
ties have regular fairs from year to year. 
Georgia also has the state fair in Macon 
and the Southeastern fair in Atlanta. This 
multiplicity of fairs is sometimes perplex: 
ing, making it impossible for the farmers 
and citizens generally to attend all of the 
fairs they would like to see and to exhibit 
at all where they would like to have their 
products shown. 

It looks as if the congressional district 
fair would solve the problem. There are 
anywhere from ten to eighteen counties in 
each congressional district in the state. This 
would seem to make an ideal number for 
the formation of a fair association, and the 
district fair could be held at various points 
within the district such as are most ac- 
cessible. 

Such a plan as this would afford oppor- 
tunity for every county in the state to make 
ready exhibit of its products, and where 
these fairs were held, as is customary in 
advance of the state fair and Southeastern 
fair, it would provide a means of securing 
wider selection of products for the more 
comprehensive exhibitions. 

A somewhat similar system was worked 
out in-connection with the agricultural 
schools to be found in every section of the 
state. If the counties of each district could 
combine in an association of this sort it

Suit for Land Harks 
Back to Sherman’s 
Burning of Atlanta 


Evidence harking back to the time of 
General W. T. Sherman’s devastation of a 
strip of territory from Atlanta to the sea 
figured conspicuously in the trial of the 
suit of Howell B. Erminger, of Macon, 
against Miss Celila Jennings, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., involving title to property appraised 
at $35,000, lying near Sandy Springs, just 
off the Roswell road, which trial was begun 
yesterday before a jury in Judge John T. 
Pendleton’s division of the Fulton county 
superior court. 

The title to the property, which in early 
days was worked as a silver mine, seems to 
have become clouded through the fact that 
records bearing upon it were burned inci- 
dent to Sherman's destruction of Atlanta 
and other towns in his path, in 1865. 

Erinmgér claims title to it on the 
strength of its inheritance from his father, 
John Erminger, said to have been its owner 
prior to the burning of Atlanta and the 
records of such ownership. Miss Jennings 
alleges that her father, A. J. Jennings, pur- 
chased it in 1887, from one Irby. The 
plaintiff claims the property originally was 
sold at sheriff's sale, a portion of it in 1854 
and the remainder five years later, and that 
Jennings never did have clear title to it. 

He is represented in the suit by Attor- 
neys Moore & Branch, of Atlanta, and John 
Harris, of Macon, son of Governor Nat B. 
Harris. Miss Jennings’ counsél is Brown & 
tandolph, Parker & Scott and Simmons & 
Bachgnan. 


Live Stock Service 
Improved by Southern

| Unmolested by Great War, 


Sardinia Will Attract Many 
When Great Conflict Ends 


When Europe, at peace once more, invites 
the American traveler to its shores one of 
the few spots whose ruins will not suggest 
the sanguinary struggle which has brought 
sorrow and desolation to practically all that 
war-ridden continent is little-known Sardinia, 
the subject of a communication from Helen 
Wright to the National Geographic society. 
A part of the writer’s:descriptive article has 
been issued by the society as a geography 
bulletin which says: 

“Those who have taken the Mediterranean 
route have at least had a glimpse of Sardinia 
from their steamer a day out of Naples. The 
island is in sight for some hours, and, if the 
steamer passes sufficiently close, a bold, rocky 
coast can be seen on which Roman outlook 
towers remain similar to those scattered along 
the south shores of Spain. The tourist sel- 
dom includes a trip to Sardinia in his travels, 
as neither of his advisers, Thomas Cook nor 
Baedeker, recommends it to him. It, however, 
is one of the few foreign fields that has not 
been over-run and overfed by the tourist, and 
in many of the villages a traveler is still re- 
garded as a guest and not as a prey to be 
pounced upon. 

“Some day, when tourists are tired of tak- 
ing the tours laid out for them by the guide- 
books, perhaps they will break away from 
the continent and set sail for Sardinia, es- 
pecially if they are not traveling just to en- 
joy hotel comforts, One can rent a good au- 
tomobile at Cagliari, and a week spent tour- 
ing around the island would probably leave 
the pleasantest of recollections, and an expe- 
rience long to be remembered. 


Sardinia Easily Reached. 


“Sardinia can be reached by an eight hours’ 
night voyage from Civitavecchia, the port of 
Rome, to the north end of the island. The 
crossing is quite comfortable. The beauty of 
the sunrise over the sheer cliffs and the crag- 
By isolated rocks of Golfo degli Aranci com- 
pensates for getting up at 5 in the morning. 

“As soon as one lands, refreshing fra- 
grance in the air is noticed*a perfume char- 
acteristic of Sardinia—not due, certainly, to 
orange trees, as suggested by the name of 
the port, there being none in this district, but 
to the many wild herbs and shrubs all over 
the island, 

“Except for the eucalyptus and pine plant- 
ed near the stations, there is a noticeable 
lack of trees along the railway routes. Among 
the mountains, however, which occupy the 
eastern half of the island and occur to some 
extent along the western coast, there are 
important forests of oak, ilex, cork and wild 
olive. In the mountainous areas of the is- 
land are many fertile valleys. 

“The town of Macomer is the center of a 
region where many fine horses are bred for 
the Italian army, as are also the small ponies 
used in Naples. Cagliari, at the southern énd 
of the island, is the principal seaport of Sar- 
dinia, and is often visited for a few hours by 
tourists taking the ‘weekly steamer from Ge- 
noa and Livorno to Tunis. The bay of Cagli- 
ari is most impressive. On the right and left 
as you enter are hills, with mountains in the 
distance, while rising up from the lowlands 
directly opposite the entrance is the city, on 
a rocky hill 400 feet high. The top of this 
hill is encircled by a massive wall, built by 
the Pisans in the 13th century. At two of 
the angles rise the towers of the Lion and 
the Elephant, but of the tower of the Eagle, 
which completed the triangle, only the base 
remains. In the center of these fortifications 
is the old town. On the slopes of the hill out- 
side the walls is built the modern city of 53,- 
000 inhabitants, the largest in Sardinia. The 
entire population of the island is estimated 
at 796,000, a density of population of 85 per 
6quare mile; that is a much lower figure than 
in any other part of Italy. 

“Among the objects historically interest- 
ing in Cagliari are the rock-cut tombs on the 
hillside below the Castello. These are prob- 
ably of the same period as the nuraghi, the 
famous prehistoric truncated cones 30 feet 
in diameter at the base and built by the men 
of the Bronze Age. 


Ancient Fortified Habitations. 


“The ‘nuraghi’ were undoubtedly fortified 
habitations. They are usually situated in 
commanding positions at the entrance to ta- 
blelands, near the fords of rivers, or on al- 
most inaccessible mountain peeKg and within 
signaling distance of one another. Traces of at 
least 6,000 of these remains have been found. 

“The ancient tombs of the inhabitants of 
the ‘nuraghi’ are usually found near them. 
These are called the ‘tombs of the giants’ and 
are 34% feet wide and from 30 to 40 feet long, 
with a roof of flat slabs of rocks and with 
the sides made of the slabs or of rough wall- 
ing. The bodies\were probably arranged ina 
sitting position. In front of the tombs are 
circles about 40 feet in diameter surrounded 
by stones; these were, no doubt, used for sac- 
rifices and burial rites. 

“To get an insight into the life of the in- 
habitants of this isolated island, one should 
visit its villages. It is in the entire eastern 
half, with its mountainous valleys and vil- 
lages, where the real Sards now live. Here 
one will find them good looking and in good 
health, generous, hospitable, honorable and 
quite poor. Politeness is carried almost to 
an extreme, Often ‘as one rides through the 
emall villages the women, children and the 
old men sitting at the doorsteps rise and wish 
you ‘buon viaggio;’ or if it happens to be 
noon, some may wish you a ‘buon appetito.’ 


Even the young boys are taught to take their - 


hats off when etrangers pass by; and if one 
is in an automobile and happens to stop to 
get out his kodak, a crowd of youngsters 
seems to spring up around the car, all anxious 
to be in the picture. To refuse a cup of coffee 
or a liqueur when visiting the house of an in- 
habitant of a village is an act of great dis- 
courtesy, and even the poorest have some bev- 
erage to offer. 

“Generally speaking, the peasants seem to 
be somewhat downtrodden and do not realize 
their just rights. The music of the Sards is 
characteristic; not all quick and vivacious like 
that of the Sicilians or other southern Ital- 
fans, but monotonous and slow, resembling 
very much the music of northern Africa. The 
Sards’ costumes are one of their greatest at- 
tractions. They are of rich, harmonious, 
though brilliant, colors, each village having 
its own distinctive type.”

BIRMINGHAM NEWSPAPER MAN 
PRAISES OPERATION OF LOCAL 
TAXATION IN GEORGIA SCHOOLS 


BY HERVEY P. LAIRD. 
(In Birmingham Age-Herald.) 


I asked State Superintendent of Education 
M. L. Brittain today what had been the re- 
sults in the 41 Georgta counties that had 
adopted local tax for the support of schools. 
He replied that they had been good, educa- 
tionally, commercially and industrially. 

I then asked him if the plan had proven 
popular where tried out. He replied that it 
had; that in no single instance had there de- 
veloped any effort to return to the old meth- 
ods. 

“What about the larger taxpayers? 
they protest?” he was asked. 

“No,” was the reply. “Of course, there are 
always some who are not quite ready to ac- 
quiesce in this call upon their purse, but they 
recover from it when they see what good it 
does. As a matter of fact, the richest men 
are the most enthusiastic as a general rule.” 

The effect, also, according to Mr. Brittain 
and the records of his officé, are to induce 
better school sentiment, secure better school 
houses and bring out larger average enroll- 
ment and attendance upon the county schools. 


Do 


Henry County An Example. 


Seeking to find an example of the results 
of good schools in a particular section, I have 
selected Henry county, almost wholly rural, 
and designated a “local tax” county by the 
state. Its population is given at 20,000, made 
up practically entirely of white farmers and 
their families. 

In the last government report on the coun- 
ty are the following figures: Land area, 207,- 
360 acres, 192,009 in cultivated farms; value 
of lands, $10 to $25 per acre (very little that 
can be bought); value of all crops, $2,564,035; 
value of corn, $324,573: wheat, $24,303; pota- 
toes, $54,412; fruit, $167,182; hay, 2,676 tons. 

The records in the office of Superintendent 
Brittain show that Henry county has 34 pub- 
‘lic white schools with attendance of 2,668 and 
72 teachers. Its free schools are of seven 
months in duration, with 470 pupils in the 
high school grades. 

.It is shown that the county has 34 school 
houses valued at $99,000. The average salary 
paid white male teachers in the grammar 
grades is $71, females, $51.64; high school 
grades, $106.19 and $60 respectively. There 
are three brick school buildings and 31 wood- 
en. Of these 13 are one-room buildings, 12 
two-room and 9 more than two rooms. There 


are 31 libraries with 5,380 volumes worth 
$3,900. Every school has patent desks, with 
total value given at $9,320. 

Desiring to get at the feeling from a local 
standpoint, I interviewed Mr. Julian T. 
Weems, prominent in both the commercial and 
agricultural life of the county of Henry. He 
is a business man at McDonough, the county 
seat, which, by the way, has only 882 peo- 
ple, and runs a farm near ‘by. 

“What do you think of the local tax for 
echools in your county?” I asked him. 

“For it. It has done wonders for us.” 

‘Has it given you more schools, more high 
schools, more attendance and more school 
sentiment?” 

“It certainly has.” 

“How about the people who pay these 
taxes—are they pleased with it?” 

“Yes. There are a few, of course, who get 
their patriotism via their pockets, but they 
soon fall into line when they see the good it 
does.” 

“Would there be any material following 
for a movement to stop levying the tax?” 

“None to amount to anything. You know, 
we had to pass it by two-thirds majority, 
and we beat that by a lot.” 

Benefits All Business, 

Mr. Weems went on to say that the effect 
of the better educational facilities in the 
county had been to awaken a new spirit of 
progress. “I can illustrate this in no better 
way than to say that we are now to have a 
real school man, an enthusiast on education, 
tor county commissioner, called superintend- 
ent in Alabama. 

“Our county has an agricultural society, 
with an expert whom we pay to teach the 
people. We are raising alfalfa and red clover 
to an extent hardly equaled by any other like 
section. Our farmers are out of debt and 
able to take advantage of the schoo! facilities 
we give them. ~ venture you could not find a 
county that all in all is doing much better 
than ours, and I believe that our superior ed- 
ucational facilities are back of it.” It is 
pointed out that the feeling of the Henry 
county citizens is indicated by the $22,000 
which they raise by local tax. 

They are anxious to do more and more— 
the better the conditions the better the people 
want them to be. This is, after all, the great 
victory of educational progress, the lear out- 
come of that feeling that makes local taxes 
possible.

The Trials of Fatherhood; 
A Pathetic Story as Related by 
Kentucky Settlement Workers 


Confederate Veterans

The searching pathos of conditions in a 
small corner of what might be termed Un- 
known America is mirrored in a communi- 
cation received by the National Geographic 
Magazine from Miss Ethel De Long, of the 
executive committee of the Pine Mountain 
Settlement school, Pine Mountain, Harlan 
county, Kentucky. Striking indeed is this 
picture given by the correspondent in her 
simple yet supremely sympathetic recital of 
the paternal yearning of a white Kentucky 
mountaineer to obtain educational advan- 
tages for his motherless brood of seven: 

“A man has just walked in from 
Creek, thirty miles away, to try to enter all 
of his seven children in our school. He would 
not leave only the older ones, because, as he 
said, ‘If 1 part ’em while they’re little fel- 
lers, they won’t have no feelin’s fer each 
other when they're raised. I want ye to take 
‘om all or none. Hit was their mammy’s 
last wish that I keep ‘em together, I'll jest 
do fer ’em myself the best I kin, if you cain’t 
take ‘em all.’ 

“We brought with him an irresistible ap- 
peal, a word picture of the seven, and his 
tale of how he has ‘keered’ for them. Thirty- 
four years old, worn, stooped, toothless, he 
has made a gallant fight to raise his children 
right. He mentioned the children’s clothes. 
‘’vye made ’em all,” he said. ‘I couldn’t hire 
nobody to sew fer ‘em, so I jest made ‘em 
everything they wear, myself. I've washed 
fer ’em, l’ve tended ‘em, an’ then I’ve gone 
out in the cornfield to work for ‘em. I've 
raised ’em as right as I know, but 1 cain’t 
do fer ’em. lak I ought. 

“T get right sick with the phthisic, an’ 
I’ve studied about what would happen to ‘em 
if I was to be tuk off from ‘em. When 1 
have to go away from ‘em to earn @ leetle 
hit’s sech a dread on me, les’ they 
git burned up at night, s’posin’ the house 
should Ketch fire, an’ leetle fellers allus so 
sleepy-headed at layin’-down time. Some- 
times I’m afeard to go home.” 

“‘*‘Why didn’t you marry again?’ 1 asked, 
“so as to get help in raising your children.” 

“Tears came into his eyes. ‘Hit’s best 
fer leetle younguns to hev jest one mammy, 
an’ 's’posin’ I’d thought to help ‘em a-mar- 
ryin’ again, I might a got ‘em in a mighty 
bad state.’ 

“Tf we take the children, are you going 
to marry again?” said IL. 

“‘No’m, I’m done with marryin’. I jest 
want my younguns raised right, whilst I'm 
a-tryin’ to make the money fer ’em.’ 

“You see, we don’t want children whose 
parents want to get rid of them,” said Il, 
“but ones whose parents want them to have

money, 


a good chance.” 
“‘Yes, he said, ‘I know. Thats the rea- 


son 1 want ’em here. You want youngunhs 
whose parents has got diligence and with 
innards to raise ‘im toward humanity. Yes, 
I'll pay ye all I can make fer ’em, ef yell 
jes’ raise ‘em right. I’ve raised ’em to work. 
I’ve worked myself. 1 begun when 1 was rf 
an’ I couldn’t git much éducation. In my 
raisin’-up hit was one day in school an’ the 
next day out; one week in school an’ the 
next week out. I want ’em to git a chance 
to make their livin’s—-to live, an’ not be 
bowed under lak I’ve been.

I’ve brought ye a reecommendation 
from folks that met ye when ye come 
through Big Creek five or six years ago.’ 

“We were moved with compassion, al- 
though our annual pledges must be multi- 
plied four-fold to care for the sixty children 
we already have, besides the seven ‘leetle 
fellers, from the chunk of a girl jes’ goin’ 
on 6, to the 15-year-old boy who has hoed 
corn all summer. 

‘How could we resist those faces and the 
patient father who has done the best he 
‘knowed” We told him to bring them, all 
seven. An hour ago he started back on his 
long thirty miles to make the children 


ready.”

South Carolina has marked the poles and 
signboards along the main roads by colored 
bands indicating the various routes of 
which the roads form parts. There are nine 
of these through routes in all, crossing the 
state in every direction. In order to make 
it as easy as possible for the traveler to 
follow any of them, the state commissioner 
of agriculture, commerce and industries has 
issued a map of-South Carolina, in which 
the routes are indicated by the same colors 
used in the wayside marking. This is carry- 
ing the idea of making roads of maximum 
convenience rather farther than has been 
attempted elsewhere, and is particularly in- 
teresting because South Carolina has no 
state highway department.

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TO ASK REVISION 
OF RATES ON SALT 


W. J. Tompkins, Represent- 
ing Manufacturers, Says 
Prices Will Be Reduced if 
Rates Sought Are-Allowed. 


———E 


When the rate hearing begins this 
morning W. J. Tompkins, of Chicago, 
traffic commissioner of the Independ- 
ent Salt Manufacturers, an organiza- 
tion including some ten of the largest 
salt producers in the west, will appear 
before the state railroad commission 
and ask that body, in any revision of 
rates on salt that may be made, to con- 
sider changes which he will suggest in 
order to allow western producers to 
ship more freely into southern terri- 
tory. 

Mr. Tompkins stated yesterday aft- 
ernoon to the commission that it is the 
desire of the western producers to com- 
pete with other producers in Georgia 
and that he is satisfied they can reduce 
the pfice of ealt in Georgia if they can 
get the changes which they are seek- 
ing. One of these changes will be to 
raise the minimym carload. Mr. Tomp- 
kins yesterday indorsed the proposal 
of the carriers to increase the minimum 
from 20,000 to 30,000 pounds. 

Rates on Sugar. 

A proposal to restore the freight 
rates on sugar in effect in Georgia 
prior to 1903 was made to the state 
railroad commission Tuesday by 5S. G. 
Raines, general freight agent of the 
Seaboard Air Line railway, in taking 
up further the petition of the railroads 
of Georgia for a revision of special 
commodity rates in Georgia. 

Mr. Raines stated that in 1903 the 
carriers themselves established the 
present low rates on sugar in Georgia, 
being forced to Go so by the depression 
in rates brought about through the 
keen competition of sugar refiners in 
New Orleans and in the east for Geor- 
gia business. These depressed rates, he 
stated, held throughout the southeast 
until June, 1915, when the interstate 
commerce commission, through its or- 
der and supplemental order 4086, ef- 
fected a revision of interstate rates on 
sugar throughout the southeast. Mr. 
Raines then pointed out that the rates 
from the Georgia ports to 
Georgia interior points are out 
of line with the interstate rates 
to Georgia points and, being in- 
trastate rates, it has been impossible 
to change them without the approval 
of the Georgia railroad commission. 
The commission, he said, had declined 
to hear a petition for revision of rates 
on sugar separately from the present 
petition for a general revision. Under 
these conditions, he said, the carriers 
are asking that the present rates in 
Georgia be revised so that they will 
be in line with the interstate rates, 
which revision would ‘be substantially 
@ restoration of the rates prior to 1903. 


Advance in Carload Rates. 


_ These rates would mean an advance 
in carload rates, which the carriers 
claim is justified both by reason of 
the fact that, in their view, the pres- 
ent rates are abnormally depressed 
and the fact that the interstate com- 
merce commission has recognized the 
interstate rates, with which it is pro- 
posed to place the Georgia intrastate 
rates on a parity, as reasonable. 

Illustrative of the  carload 
change is that from Savannah and 
Brunswick to Atlanta, the present 
rate being 19 cents, and the proposed 
rate 23 cents. 

Mr. Raines further pointed out that 
the old rate was sanctioned by the 
Georgia commission and was changed 
at the instance of the carriers them- 
selves. 

The proposed carload rate, he said, 
will in many instances represent re- 
ductions under the present rate from 
Charleston and other out-of-the-state 
points to Georgia points. 

For less than carloads, Mr. Raines 
proposed fifth class on a_ straight 
mileage scale, the effect of which 
would be to bring about slight in- 
creases for shipments for. distances 
under 130 miles, and decreases’ for 
shipments for distances in excess of 
that arfiount. 

Mr. Raines was cross-examined by 
E. C. Cotterill and M. . Caskie, rep- 
resenting the Georgia Shippers’ asgso-

any, the proposed rates would have 
upon the storage and reshipment of 
sugar at the Georgia ports. Mr. Raines 
was of the opinion that this business 
would not be affected. 

Mr. Raines then took up the subject 
of proposed special commodity rates 
on salt, which rates, he said, would 
represent very general reductions. 

The carriers propose a minimum car 
for salt of 30,000 in lieu of the pres- 
ent minimum of 20,000, pointing out 
that at the time 20,000 pounds was 
fixed. as the minimum this figure was 
the capacity of most box cars, but that 
today the average capacity of a car is 
60,000 pounds. 

For te than carloads of salt sixth 
class is proposed. 

Present at the hearing were C. M. 
Gilbert, prominent salt importer of 
Savannah and his assistant, Mr. 
Bowyer. 

Randall Clifton, assistant freight 
traffic manager of the Southern rail- 
way, was on the stand presenting the 
proposed commodity rates on canned 
goods and pickles at the hour of ad- 
journment, and his testimony will be 
completed Wednesday morning.

Washington, October 3.—National 
guard troops now in mobilization camps 
which have not yet been ordered to the 
border will be sent there “in the imme- 
diate future,” Secretary of War Baker 
announced late today, and an equal 
nunyrber of troops will be returned from 
the border as soon as the new units ar- 
rive. Troops which have not yet seen 
service on the border are mobilized in 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Virgin- 
ia, Mississippi, West Virginia, Colorado, 
New Hampshire and New York. 

A war department announcement is- 
sued this evening lsted the troops in 
mobilization camps in southern states 
on October 1 as follows: 

Alabama—Brigade headquarters. 
First, S@ond and Fourth infantry; 
first co any signal corps; ambulance 
company No, 1, field hospital No. 1 and 
First regiment cavalry. 

Georgia—Brigade hearquarters. First, 
Second and Fifth infantry; second

and field hospital No. 1. 

Florida—First field hospital. 

North Carolina—Companies A and B, 
engineers.

Tennessee—Troops C and D cavalry.

that the “official report of muster in” 
of the troops named in North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Tennessee is “not 
a matter of record,” but the report says 
these troops will be sent to the border. 

While it had been understood for sev- 
eral weeks that all units of the na- 
tional guard which were called out for 
service on the border would be sent 
there before being mustered out, Sec- 
retary Baker’s statement was the first 
official announcement that the war de- 
partment had adopted a policy calling 
for border service for all of the troops.

The teams will semain in Boston over 
Sunday and play the second game there 
on Monday, October 9, weather permitg¢ 
ting, after which they will return to 
Brooklyn for two games on Ebbets 
field on Tuesday and Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 10 and 11. 

The fifth and sixth games, if nec- 
essary, will be played on Thursday, Oc- 
tober 12, and Friday, October 13, at 
Boston and _ Brooklyn, respectively. 
Should a seventh game be necessary to 
decide the series, the location of the 
contest will be decided by the toss of a 
coin as in past years. 

All these details were arranged at a 
meeting of the National Baseball com- 
mission in this city this afternoon, but 
the pennant winner in the National 
league was not known at the time the 
commission adjourned, and the same 
dates that applied to Brooklyn also ap- 
plied to the Philadelphia Nationals. Be- 
fore nightfall, however, the victory of 
Brooklyn over New York and the dou-

THE MANAGERS 


x FJ 


By Hugh S&S. Fallerten. 

There is something beyond mechani- 
cal eae ! to play ball that makes a 
baseball team. It is a saying in the 
big leagues that a bad manager can 
ruin a good ball club, but that a good 
manager cannot make a bad club wit. 
This is true only ina sense. The mana- 
wer, of course, is held responsible four 
what happens to his team. But, in few 
cases, is he really responsible. 

There are two parts to managing 4 
ball team: First, the manager mus 
be a diplomat, an expert in handling 
men, and must be able to get the, as- 
sortment of human beings intrustea 
to his care to work together. It is 
about as easy to induce twenty-five 
abnormally healthy ball players <*o 
work in harmony as it is to drive 25 
calves along a ‘country road. ‘Ball 
players are. peculiar beings. First, 
they are caught young, as a rule; sec- 
ond, they are spoiled by overmuch 

raise if they make good; thira, thev 
have about twenty-two hours a day tec 
think about themselves and _ their 
troubles, to nurse grievances, and tu 
develop peculiar turns of mind. 

They are not different from other 
human beings—in fact J think twenty- 
five ball players are much more re- 
strained in conduct and decent in be- 
havior than alfnost any twenty-five 
men you could select would be under 
the same surroundings. The game 
teaches them restraint and respect for 
the rights of others to some degree.- 

Manager Has Job. 

But a manager with twenty-five of 
these fellows on his hands has his 
job cut out for him to handle them 
all, using usually twenty-five differ- 
ent methods. After he gets them to- 

ether and has them ready to work 
or the club instead of for themselves, 
the thing we call “team spirit” de- 
velops. It is team spirit that makes 
or breaks a ball] elub, for team spirit is 
readiness to sacrifice ore’s self for the 
success of the machine, willingness to 
help one another, and to work hard for 
your manager. 

After a manager has done this, he 
is only half way to success. He must 
then be able to handle owners and 
stockholders and to prevent them from 
butting into the playing end of tha 
club instead of attending to the box 
office part of the game. This fre- 
quently is harder than handling the 

layers. There are some clubs that 

ave been for years held back in the 

second division and away from pen- 
nmant honors only because the owners 
insist upon “helping” their team lead- 
ers, 

If the manager succeeds in these 
points, he still must have a genius 
to lead—be a general knowing all points 
of the actual playing of the game. Many 
of the best field generals, who know 
baseball inside and out, cannot manage 
teams successfully because they can- 
not handle men. Many fellows, who 
can handle men successfully, do not 
know enough about the playing end of 
the game. 

Firom these observations, it is easy 
to see that a manager exerts a tre- 
mendous influence upon the work and 
showing of a team. In figuring the 
worth of players in each position, I have 
calculated not only their ability to field, 
bat and throw, but have also calculated 
how ‘much influence for good or bad 
their manager has had upon them. That 
is I merely divided the “team spirit’’

I 
know of no other way of doing it un- 
less we figure the exact mechanical 
worth of each player and then calcu- 
late the managers separately and add 
their influence to the team total. I think 
my way is the most expressive at least. 


Managers of Different Types. 


The managers who lead the teams that 
are to battle for world's championship 
honors are of different types, and each 
has exerted his influence upon his team. 
It is odd the manner in which the per- 
sonality of a real manager is reflected 
in the playing, in the actions, both on 
and off, of his men. If they are not, 
then the manager is a failure and team 
spirit is lacking entirely. 

Bill Carrigan, leader of the Red Sox, 
is a composite type of manager. He is 
an educated, intelligent chap, rather 
quiet and of the good fellow type. He 
was extremely popular with players 
while he was in the ranks as a private. 
He has many close friends and very few 
enemies—and those who are his ene- 
mies hate him cordially. 

The choice of Carrigan as a manager 
was rather a surprise even to his 
friends. He had been a great catcher, 
but, oddly enough, he never had played 
under a great manager. What he knows 
of baseball he learned from studying 
the game—and from observing others— 
not from working under a great gen- 
eral. He never was under even a com- 
petent baseball manager and many 
doubted whether he could either han- 
dle men or direct play, save as he had 
done it as a catcher. 

I remember the spring he was made 
manager. I met his team during the 
training trip and one evening was at a 
gathering in which were several of his 
players, At 2 o’clock in the morning 
one of his fellows suggested going to 
the hotel. 

“Aw, what's the use?” said another. 
‘Bill's a good fellow.” 

“This is a fine way to treat a good 
fellow, then,” I remarked, and incurred 
the everlasting enmity of that player. 

There was no doubt but that the 
team threatened to get away from 
Carrigan at first. It had run wild 
for several years and had a lot o: 
players aboard who regarded a good 
time as essential to baseball. [ fesre/l 
that Carrigan was doomed to failure. 
He made no fuss, made no complaints, 
but quietly began to subdue the lead- 
ers. By mid-season, he had a corking 
club with only a few who were trying 
to impose upon him. The team spirit 
bobbed up.. They commenced to work 
for Carrigan. ie accomplished the 
end by his own means. Most of the 
fellows who had sought to impose upon 
his good natture, saw a great white 
light, and came around to his side. Tho 
others aren’t with the team now. 


Ability to Handle Men. 


He developed not only ability to han- 
dle men, but became a _ surprisingly 
good director of play on the field. 
He is not a great genera} nor an in- 
spired leader—simply a hard-working, 
earnest student of the game whose 
strong point is willingness to listen to 
advice. St year he slipped a Dit, 
and, but for the magnetic leadership of 
Jack Barry, his team would have been 
nosed out. This season Carrigan satv 
that, with Barry out of the game, the 
team lacked a head and guiding spirit, 
so he donned his old war togs and 
moved into the line-up himself, when 
Barry was hurt, and his presence in 
the game and his leadership in actuai 
Play steadied his pitchers and helpel 
them stave off the rush of the White 
Sox and Detroits. 

He is not a fighter—not a drivine, 
spurring, whipping leader, but a verv 
competent genera] leading a great ma- 
chine. He gets the very best out of 
a pitchers—which are his strorg

Wilbert Robinson is the oddest type 
of all as a manager. He-was a great 
catcher in the old Baltimore Oriole 
days—the one “peace at any price ad- 
vocate” in a bunch of great warriors. 
It was his job to soothe the damaged 
feelings of outraged umpires. He was 
the jollier. Robbie is a fat, good natur- 
ed man who dropped clear out of the 
game until McGraw took him on as sort 
of assistant manager and jollier and 
then pawed over Ebbets until he per- 
suaded the Brooklyn owner that Robbie 
would be a great manager. 

Everyone else laughed. Now every- 
one wants Robbie to win. He is a grand 
fellow to whom no one would begrudge 
a victory, but, if he is a great manager 
I'm going to ask for Caruso’s job. He 
is not a good handier of men. When 
he tries to look eevere, it is comedy. Of 


then Robbie is too good natured and 
too nice a fellow to be a good manager. 
He knows the game well, but is neither 
a teacher nor a leader. 

During the summer his own players 
were howling that he mishandled pitch- 
ers fearfully, and they have a dozen 
jokes about his breaks on playing the 
game. His strength, however, is that 
every man on the team would break a 
leg to help him through, He don’t have 
to be able to manage, because his play- 
ers are so strong for him they would 
do anything for him—even to obeying 
orders about drinking and late hours. 

Fibbets. the head of the club, is one 
of the “helpers” who finds it impos- 
sible to keep from assisting his man- 
agers. He has not kept hands off en- 
tirely this season, but oddly enough, 
with Robbie as his manager, this has 
not hurt the team as much as it usual- 
lv does. Ebbets is a first degree base- 
ball crank—and, further, he knows the 
game better than does any owner in the 
business, not excepting Dreyfuss. He 
could manage a team quite well on his 
own hook, and, with a manager who is 
willing to be a middleman instead of a 
manager, the system has worked out 
pretty well, although T think either 
Robinson or Bbbets could have done 
better with the team alone than the two 
have done working together. 


Moran’s Fine Judgment.

WHEAT MAKES GAIN 
T0 NEW HIGH POINT 


Reports of Increased Dam- 
age in the Argentine Crop 
Causes tse Market to Soar. 
The Close Is Net 21-2 Up. 
Corn and Oats Gain. 


Chicago, October 3.—Highest prices 
yet this season were scored in the» 
wheat market today as a result of in- 
creasing drought damage in Argentina. 
The close was firm, 2@2'‘c to 2%c net 
higher, with December at $1.585% and 
May at $1.57\%@1.57%. Corn showed a 
net advance of %c to %@%*Cc, and oats 
ke to \%@%*%c. Provisions finished at 
a range varying from 35c decline to a 
rise of 214ec. 

Although heretofore the Argentine 
drought area was said to be confined to 
the provinces in the north, the central 
part of the country was today report- 
ed to be suffering seriously. The crop 
situation seemed critical throughout 
more than half of the wheat growing 
m@@rion of Argentina with losses con- 
tinually expanding. Under such circum- 
stances, buying here was stimulated 
from the outset and despite heavy sales 
to realize profits, the market main- 
tained the greater part of the advance 
that took place. Kansas City advices 
telling of a probable lessening of re- 
ceipts in the southwest tended some- 
what to help strengthen the bulls, 

Late firmness in the wheat market 
here was aided by an estimate from 
a leading expert that the total do- 
mestic crop was 8,000,000 bushels short 
of what_had been pointed to in the 
government crop report a month ago. 
The trade virtually ignored figures 
which, if taken at face value, would 
show an increase of 1,171,000 bushels in 
the world’s available supply. 

Corn ascended with wheat. Sales of 
400,000 bushels of corn for export form- 
ed a handicap on the bears. 

Oats reflected the strength of other 
cereals. European bids were close to 
the market. ; 

Sharp breaks in the value of hogs had 
a depressin effect on provisions. 
Something = recovery, however, took 
place owing to support from packers 
and shorts,

Widespread optimism was expressed 
throughout the city Tuesday over the 
Prospects of an early cessation of trou- 

The operations of last night’s cars 
was taken to mean that there will hard- 
ly be any future difficulties of the grave 
nature of the three nights when all cars 
were called to the barns. 

“The expressions at this moment,” 
said Mr. Candler at Tuesday’s meeting 
of business men, “do not come from fee- 
ble minds, but from the quiet and order- 
ly thinking of conservative men of abil- 
ity and position.
